ent war, received here, is that of Lieu­ 
tenant Anderson, of the 48th 
High­ 
landers, 
a 
Toronto 
regiment, 
who 
helped to hold the trenches for 
four 
days at the battle of I^tngemark, was 
finally overcome by gas 
fumes, and 
later given 
the 
Distinguished 
Ser­ 
vice medal and pi emoted 
to a lieu­ 
tenancy. 
Lieutenant 
Anderson is 
a 
nephew of Mrs. Fliza Large, of near 
Orrtanna. He enlisted as a private on 
August 8th, and is now l>ack in Can­ 
ada. 
The following is his remarkable 
story: 


Three 
Canadian 
regiments, 
the 
48th Highlanders, of Toronto, the 5th 
Royal Highlanders, of Montreal, 
and 
another Toronto regiment went 
into 
the first line of trenches on 
Monday 
night. 
W’e knew that all 
night 
the 
Germans were moving great 
masses 
of troops up just behind their trench­ 
es, two hundred yards from 
us. 
Ob 
the left of the Canadian line was the 
w’ood of St. Julian, w-hich the 
Ger­ 
mans thought might conceal artillery. 
So they began, early Tuesday 
morn­ 
ing, to shell 
the 
whole 
wood. 
We 
counted the shells; they 
came 
sixty 
per minute for four 
hours, till every 
square inch of the wood was torn 
up. 
The same sort of 
bombardment 
had 
made the French troops give way 
at 
St. Julian the day 
before, when 
a 
regiment of Turcos, made up of 
con­ 
victs from the prisons, had fled from 
their trenches. 
The 
Canadians wert 
ordered to hold their trenches at any 
cost. 


After the Germans had .shelled the 
wood for four hours, they ceased 
for 
about an hour, and 
then 
began 
to 
shell the ground behind our trenchea, 
in the endeavor to clear out any con­ 
cealed artillery that might be 
there, 
j As this was rising 
ground, and 
ex­ 
posed, no reserve troops could be sent 
to the 
t/» support ,us. 
Irater 
the Germans began to shorten their 
range, and each lot 
of 
shells 
came 
twenty yards nearer 
the 
trench 
in 
which my 
twenty-five 
men

were located. I said “Boys,

details are clearly set forth. 
The bulletin contains 
illustrations 
of the sta raja rd plans, gives ideas for 
rural high schools, including some il­ 
lustrations, 
and

consolidated 
schools, together w'ith other practical 
hints.

some suggestions from the Governor, 
who was a member of the hoard.
